REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. IS The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

applicant argues that Uesuqi fails to specifically disclose a plurality of switches for selecting outputs from the respective bit 
shifters in accordance with a desired gain. Further, applicant argues inhernecv reqardng switches being resident in circuit 43 
and furthermore, applicant argues that even if inherency is valid, the switches cannot perform the funciton as resided in claim 
7. However, examiner would like to respectfully point out that applicant's claim lanoauge in not in compliance with 112-6th 
paraqraoph. means plus function claim. In other words, assuming inherency is correct, the function of the switches as recited 
in claim 7 are not defined by limitaiton in the specficications. but rather in light of. With respect to applicant's arguemtn that 
Uesugi fails to disclose a plurality of switches in circuit 43. applicant is respectfully reguested to address column 12. line 55 to 
column 13. line 15. where Uesuqi discloses bit shifters 168. 164 and 163. both for shifting the adders output a single/double 
etc. bit right to provide the value of Z where a selector 169 selectively supplying one of the values 0. Z. 2Z and 3Z according to 
the second guadrant information from the guadrant calculator 161: an inventing circuit 43 for inventing each bit of the 
subtracter 13 output according to the second guadrant information. Applicant argues that a pluaritv of switches are not 
inherently utilized in inventing circuit 43 in order to select outputs from the bit shifters with respect to the desired gain. 
However, sinc e Uesugi teaches multiple bit shifters for shifting the adders output, circuit 43 could not work if it only had a 
single switch. .
